BRAZILIAN REVOLT ENDED. 

Hollo's KlnRshlp Sunk— Ho Finds an Asylum 
in tho ArKcntino Kopnbllc. 

Washington, April 19. — Brazilian Min- 
ister Mondonca thia afternoon received a 
cablegram oflicially announcing that, the 
rebellion was ended. Tho diapatoh waa 
dated to-day, und is aignod by tho Miniater 
of Foreign AlT.urs. It roada : " Tlio Aqui- 
daban waa aunk in tho port of Santa 
Catharina, by a torpedo boat of tlio fleet of 
tlio Brazilian Government. Admiral Mollo 
wont to BuoDOB Ayrea with tho oruiaer 
Republioa and four other veaaola, und asked 
and obti>inod aeylum declariuc; that ho had 
abandoned tho contention for laok of re- 
sources. Ho delivered his veaaels to (he 
Argentine Government. The rebellion is 
ended."

LoNDoi^ April 19. — In the House of Com- 
mong to-dty Rt. Hon. John Morley, seore- 

tary for Ireland, introduced tho Evicted 
Tonanta I'ill. It was propoaed, ho said, to 
establish « board of arbitration, whose term 
of existeioe would be three years. This 
board wotld be empowered to issue orders 
reinstating tenants upon being petitioned to 
do so. These orders would be made condi- 
tionally ; but if there was no opposition on 
tho purt of landlorda they would be made 
absolute. In cases where tho landlorda 
oppoaed tho iasuanco of audi ordere tho 
board of arbitration would iuvoatigito the 
matter and decide it fiually. Meanwhile 
the tenant would reoccupy hia holding until 
a fair rental was fixed either by the board, 
by arbiti^tioD or by the land commission. 

The board of arbitration might, aooord- 
ing to the terms of the bill, direct the pay- 
meat (jf arrears and costs to an amount not 
exceeding tho sum of two years' rental at 
the old tigure. In ease a re-instated ten- 
ant's house should have been destroyed, Mr, 
Morley said the board of arbitration would 
have power to advanoe to him a sum - not 
exceeding £50, to be used in restoring the 
buildiug. No evicted tenant's petition 
would be heard before due notice should 
have been served on the new tenant. If 'the 
new tenant should offer any objoolion, that 
objection must bo treated aa an absolute 
block on the jurisdiction of the board. If 
the new tenant should give hia asaont to the 
matter, the arbilrator would then proceed 
to fix compensation. 

Coming to the nuealion of the funds at 
the disposition of tno board Mr. Morloy aaid 
it waa proposed to appropriate .i;iOO,000 
from tho temporalities ol tho Irish church. 
(Opposition cries of "Oh, Oh," greeted thia 
statement.) Thia eum, said Mr. Morley, 
would bo used by the arbilratora only for 
the purposes already mentioned. Tho ex- 
peuaea of administration and tho salaries of 
tho arbitrators and their otiicial atall would 
be paid from] tho consolidated fund. 
"Thia measure ia not brought forward 
in any spirit of partiaanship," aaid Mr. Mor- 
ley in closing. " There is no desire to give 
cither party a triumph over tho other. The 
government wish to hen! the deep wound in 
tho Booi.al condition of Ireland, and for this 
purpose of healing they coumiend tho moa- 
Bure to tho Hounc." 

Right Hon. Mr. Balfour said ho would 
like to know what principle waa to regulate 
the firing of fair rent. Would the rent bo 
fixed according to the condition of the farm 
when the tenant left it, or when he returned 
to it ? Mr. Balfour disapproved of the plan 
of drawing the board's funds from the tem- 
poralities of the Irish oburob. This ohuroh 
fund, be said, was already heavily mort- 
gaged. The use of the fund to assist in a 
plan of campaign for the tenants had never 
been dreamed of by those who set the money 
apart for thn whnlo of Ireland. 

Timothy Harrington (Parnellite) said the 
hill Was diaappoiuting and would never 
Bitiafy Ireland. Its object seemed to be to 
humbug tho people. 

John Dillon (anti-Parnellitc) declared the 
bill to lie exceedingly vahmble. The new 
tenants wouhi rctiri,' gladly, ho aaid, under 
the terms n{ comjicnsatioii providi'd by it. 

Thomas .Sox'on (anti-l'arnellite) aaid that 
it waa not an ideal bill, yet as good aa any- 
thing Ireland waa likely to get from an Eog- 
liah parliament. 

At tho conclusion of tho debate the evict- 
ed tenants bill pusacd its lirst reading. 



DENVIOR'S MYSTERY. 

A Story Which If Wnown Would lilval Fic- 
tion and CiLuse a Stir In '.Moiilreal. 

Si-:atti.i;, April Ifl. — Tho key to the Den- 
ver mystery of tho birth of Emily J. Free- 
man, who ia not Emily J. Freeman, but pro- 
bably Clara J. Johnson, and tho part 
Mary Cunea plays in the story is undoubt- 
edly held by John A. Johnson, of this city, 
Mr. Johnson admits that, if the players in 
the atory the Denver polioe are now trying 
to nnravel are not those of whom he has 
knowledge, he oannot aoooUnt for the peou- 
liar coincidencoa. If the whole story was 
known it would rival fiction and cause a stir 
in more than ono ■jpell-to do family in tho 
city or vicinity of Montreal. Mr. Johnson 
maintains that for fear Mary tjunoa and tho 
girl may not bo the people ho thinks they 
are, and because of innocent people who 
would bo drawn into tho affair ho doea not 
want to toll what he knows. Aa a matter 
of fact, he aaya, tho girl's mother ia a 
wealthy woman who lives near Montreal, 
hut who has no idea of the whereabouts of 
Iior child, as it was taken from her in early 
infancy. 

(JEAND TBDMK RAILWAY. 

The Annual Beport Bxplalns the Dlsappolnt- 
Ing Besnlts of Last Year— Exceptional 
Economies Inaugnratoa. 

London, April 19.— The semi-annual re- 
port of the Grand Trunk Railway Company 
waa issued this afternoon. It attributes tho 
disappointing roaults of tho past year's 
trailic to the severe buainees doproaaion in 
tho United Statca, tho low prieo of wheat 
and tho uucartainty of tho tarill changes. 
Thoao and other causca interfered with trnflic 
to tho amount of no loss than gil.'iO.OOO in 
freight rates alono during tho past half year. 
Tho directors havo iristruoted tho general 
manager to spend only tho money that is 
absolutely necessary to soouro safety, and to 
enforce the otrioteat and oven oxcoptional 
economy in every department. This policy 
is to be extendsd to the utmost possible ox- 
tent.

A Notorious Can;; K.vterniinated by tijo U. s. 
Auihorltlea. 

I'euuv, Oklahama, April 19.— News °f » 
terrible fight between the notorious oOt'^WB 
Bill Dalton, and Bill Doolan and another 
outlaw, with a number of deputy marshals 
about forty miles east of here, "^ar 
Mountnin, laat night, was received thia 
morning by moesonger. The three outlaws, 
a woman and her little girl were shot dead, 
08 also were two deputy marahal^. Marshal 
Nex, of Oklahoma, has been planning for 
some daya to catch tho Dalton gxDfit *nd 
Marahala Burrell Cox, Heck Thonma "^nd 
Bill Tighemann, of Perry, with a oro^^d of 
fourteen marshals, left some dayg ugo for 
the eastern part of the Cherokee str'P in 
pursuit of the Diltona. Tho matahalB "lot 
Bruce Miller, ono of the gang, nod the 
fight commenced. Thia was qo Mo- 
Klroy'a ranob, fifteen milea this ^ido 
of Ingalla'. Bill Dalton und l^iH 
Doolan were near by when the (iglit oc- 
curred and went to Bruce M'Hcr'a t^saist- 
anco and a regular fight took p'aco. The 
messongera loft tho place of coiiUjct last 
night ut eight o'clock. They say ihut eight 
persons in all had been killed, and tho latest 
news from the field of conlliot if that a run- 
ning fight is still in progress and that it 
loooks very muoh aa though the outluw 
gang would he swept out of existence. The 
price for Bill Dillon's' capture, dead or 
alive, is S'2,500, and tho price 
for Bill Doolan'a head is $1,500. 
The leader of the gang which has jygt been 
exterminated was one of the members of the 
famous Daltona, who were killed at Coley- 
ville, Kansas, during a raid by the gang on 
the hank there. One of the brothers i" liv- 
ing in California and another near Fort 
Smith, Ark., in the Creek country. The 
one which haa now been killed off plundered 
tho depot at Woodward, Oklahmm, a few 
weeks ugo, getting away with §10,000. 



PKIMROSE LEAGUiS, 

Lortl Salisbury Addresses tUo Prim- 
rose League -Not Opiiosed to Bo- 
loniiiiifi: the Lords. 

Rejection of Home Rule Bin Sliould 
Have Been Followed by General 
Elections. 



London, April 19.— Lord Saliabury, in 
addressing an audience composed of mem- 
bers of the Primrose League to-day, said he 
himself was not opposed to reformiDg the 
House of Lords, which, ho thought, could 
bo done by the appointment of ti\oto life 
peers. The GoTernment. if ii believed that 
tho action of the House of Lords jo reject- 
ing the Home Rule bill was against the 
wiihes of the people, should ot once 
dissolve and appeal to the country. 
Ue did not wish to be understood 
aa saying that the government ongljt to dis- 
solve every time a difference aroau be'^^een 
the two houses, but upon a differenoo affect- 
ing tho relations between two parts of tho 
kingdom, which had subsisted {or seven 
centuries, it was manifestly their duty to 
appeal to the electors. Lord Salisbury then 
referred to the government's registration 
bill, which he said would disonfranchiao 
thousands of the best people »nd extend the 
right to vote to many who were practically 
vagrants. 



CHINESE ARRIVALS. 

strict Instructions to tho Collector at I'ort 
Towiisend to Ciirry Out tlio Law- 

Washincton, April 19 —This telegram 
WHS received at the treasury depaf'Tient 
late this afternoon : 

"Port Townaend, Washington, Apr'' 19 
— One hundred and nineteen Chinamen ap- 
ply for admisaion. Some are bona.fide 
merchanta, but if tho Attornoy-Gcnerara 
recent ruling ia strictly enforced they cannot 
be admitted because their namea, aa 'n the 
case of most Chinese firms, do not appear in 
the firm name. Please instroot me early 
as possible. (Signed) J. C. SadndBBS, col- 
lector." 

Tho telegraphic inatructiona [jeot from 
tho Treasury department thia niorniug, 
which evidently had not reached Co"eotor 
Saunders at the time he forvvarJed tho 
present telegram, are oonsidorod hy the 
Treasury olliciala aa a auflSoient answer to 
hia request for instructions. Attorney- 
General Olncy was shown the telegram of 
Collector Saunders. He said his opinion 
simply set forth the law passed lagi; Novem- 
ber. It was the evident intention of the 
Ittwmakera not to permit the Chinese immi- 
grants to conceal their identity hy tbo use 
of the word "company" or "firm." Tho 
law was plain. It might work hardship in 
some cases. It is understood that the 
Chinese Minister has received during the 
day Bovoral telograms from detained mer- 
chants at Port Townsond asking his inter- 
vention, Several of the detained merohants, 
it is said, left the U. S. for China before the 
law of November last waa passed, and their 
detention now, under a new law, rriay load 
to further complications with China. 

Skatti.k, April 19.— The Chinaincn who 
knock for admisaion into this port have, so 
far as can ho learned, resided here, ""d tho 
only question about their right to entrance 
is whether or not they were nioroha^ts for 
one year prior to their leaving the 
United States. They Went away 
in October, 1892, armed with mcr- 
ohants' certificates which Wore signed 
hy reputable citizens of this city. In their 
absenoo, however, tho new McCreary law 
went into eQoot and that rctiuirca that 
when a Chinaman goes out of the country 
and then returns, ho shall havQ t'Vo repu- 
table white witnessep, satisfactory to tho 
collector, oomo forward and nia^o nllidavit 
that they personally know tho applicant 
for one year prior to leaving the United 
States was engaged in no manual labor 
except that which was necessary >n tho 
conduct of his merosntile businesB This 
makes it a little hard on some of the appli- 
cants who have very few white acquaint- 
ances. YcBterday there wag ^ rustling 
among their partners in tiiia city scare 
up white witneBses whomlns'pectorSohuyler 
would accept. Last night the custom houae 
was crowded with prominent people of the 
city..

British Columbia Artillery Commended 
in the Report of the Militia 
Department.

They will meet next Thursday to 
hear representatives of the Boards of Trade, 

Tho Houso of Commona railway com- 
mittee has decided to require all railway 
proniotera hereafter to file the 'plans and 
maps of their propoaed lines. 

Tho whole day waa wasted in the House 
discussing whether or not all witnesses be- 
fore the Public Accounts committee ehould 
be sworn. Sir C. H. Topper's amendments 
favoring a limited application of the rule 
was carried by 46 majority. 

Sir John Thompson announced that the 
Government would make representations to 
tho Manitoba authorities regarding eertain 
Roman Catholic petitions which asked the 
redress of grievances.

THE COMMBBOIAL CABLE. 

Shore End Of the Company's Third Sub 
marine Xanded on the Coast of 
Ireland. 

Waterville, Ireland, April 18 —Favored 

by bright aunahino and a fine eon, gently 
rippled by a northeast breeze, tho shore end 
of tho Commercial Cable Company's third 
cable was aucceaafully lauded at 2:,')G this 
afternoon, the splice with tho beach section, 
which had already been laid from the 
station to tho shore, being com- 
pleted at 4:.')0. Tho Faraday arrived 
oil the b;i/ on Sunday morning ond took 
aboard her pilot, but an tho weather waa 
unBuit'.\ble, aho was unable to commence 
operations until yesterday, when aho an 
chorcd ut about a mile from the shore at 7 in 
tho morning. At 10 o'clock, the neocs 
sary rafts were put overboard, towed to 
the ship's stem, and the cable paid out upon 
them preparatory to laying. Just as all 
was ready, however, for hauling ashore tho 
swell became so great that everything had 
to bo reshipped and the work aban- 
doned for the day. The ship remained 
at anchor during tho night, and early this 
morning work was rocommenoed. The 
rofta, seven in number, were refloated ond 
manned by sixty cork jaokots, cable men, 
and slowly towed to the landing point 
by a steam launch, aided by 
rope that hod already been stretched from 
the shore to tho ship, the cable being paid 
out aa they proceeded. Tho whole waa 
carried out in a splendid manner, not a 
hitch occurring. Tho seashore was alive 
with people whoso eager wonder showed 
their interest in suoh things to bo in no way 
dompened by the fact that five cablea had 
already been laid in the bay within the last 
twenty years. A photographer apeciolly 
arranged for, from Cork, was actively en 
gaged during tho landing in photographing 
the various phases of the work.

Sak Francisco, April 19.— Sequoya Chap- 
ter of Daughters of tho American Bevoln 
tion planted, with formal ceremony in 
Golden Gato park this afternoon, tho anni- 
versary of the Battle of Lexington, what ia 
to be known aa the Liberty tree. It is a 
tiny sequoya. Tbe most hiteresting thing 
in connection with it is that the soil packed 
about its roots came from spots of historic 
interest, from the graves of Washington 
and Lafayette, Washington's mother, 
Thomsa JetTerson and Andrew Jaokaon, 
Patrick Henry and from every battle field 
from Lexington to Yorktown, besides soil 
from the sites of historic buildings.

Committee of the l^clvv. Council aonsisting 
at times of a single Jiidge sitting in hfo 
shirt sleeves,. Mr. Lswis waS asked the 
meaning of the allusion. " I have not seen 
Mr. Scott since my rejtum," was the r^ply 
of that gentlemen, " but if such an anec- 
dote has been attributed to me it is with- 
out foundation. My experience was that tlie 
four judges oomposingtheoourt — LordsWat- 
.un, Macnuugd 'no, Morris and Sir Richard 
•"linioh — were dignified and lypical Eogliah 
judge.'i. They do not, an you know, wear 
robes or wiga liku other members of the 
bench, but that ia to maintain the legal 
fiction that they merely ait aa a committee 
to adviao Her Majesty to whom appeala are 
supposed 10 bo pcraonaily addreaaed.

"CHUIST NOT KRISHNA." 

Mrs. Keld, In tho Gongrcss of Kell;;lonB, 
Scores Uadame Blavatsky and Other 
Self-Declared Anthorlties. 

San Fbakoisoo, April 19.— The sensation 
of to-day's session of tho Congress of Re- 
ligion was caused by Mrs. Elizabeth Roid, 
the distinguished Orientalist and author of 
an authoritative work on Persian Litera- 
ture, etc., onoe a companion of Mrs. Annie 
Besant. Mrs. Reid's theme was " Christ 
not Krishna." In Madame Blavotaky's 
books, she said, and by other 
Hdela, ulao, it had been asserted 
without knowledge that Chriat wos 
simply an imitation of tho Hindu god 
Kriahna. This idea waa without reason, 
she said, as tho Hindu manuaoripts were 
none of them dated before tho Christian era 
and tho Buddhiat religion itself waa con 
feeaedly improved by methoda introducetl 
iuto it by tho three Brahmas, who had vis 
ited a Cliristian community in tho third 
century after Oar Lord. Krishna had 
hitherto been any thing godlike, and there 
wore many Krishnaa ; but these Brahmas 
hearing of Christ and His work incorporated 
Chriat into their faith, using the tamiliar 
"Kriahna" as His name, owing to itp 
general uao, and tho Krishna legend 
grow and was chonged until it 
reached its present form in the 12th cen- 
tury. Mrs. Reed charaoteri/.od the state 
menta in Madame Blavatsky'a works as 
absurd myths, and said that the little ana 
obronisms of thousands of 'yeara or more 
made no diQ'erenco to tho comprehensive 
mind of Madame Blavatsky. 

Prof. E. G. Griggs, of Slonford Univor 
aity foUuwtd Mrs. Reid with a paper on 
" Christian Ethics," in which he maintained 
that the doctrine of non-resistance obtains 
to-day just as much as it would in a perfect 
state ot society. 

Prof. Philip Graif (Lutheran) reada paper 
denouncing Schoperbauer and other modern 
philosophtra of tho Peasimiat school. 

OUR VOLUNTEER FORGES. 



General Herbert's Report Expected to 
Contain Sweeping and Drastic 
SnfTfrestiouH. 

"Change Is in the Air"— The Force 
Mast Be Better At- 
tended to. 



(From the Toronto Mail.) 
Groat interest is felt in the coming report 
of General Herbert on the condition of our 

volunteer forces. It ia said that this will 
be brought down in tho Houao of Commons 
next week, and that it will contain recom- 
mendations with a view to placing the 
militia on a more satiafaotory basis than it 
now boasts. There has been a disposition 
in some quarters to complain that General 
Herbert demands an ideal which is too high 
for volunteer forcea to come up to, and it ia 
said that representations an to the ditii. 
culties in tho way of doing thia huvo been 
made to tho General, wicu the result that 
his suggestions will bo less sweeping and 
drastic than they otherwise would have 
been. It is, however, to all volunteers of 
the right sort, a gratifying tbiDe( that we 
have a commander of the forces who does 
not believe in mere playiog ut soldiers. 

It is no nao having soldiers who are not 
soldierly, and who shrink from rigid mili- 
tary discipline, and it ia far better to weed 
out of the ranks all the men who are in- 
efficient and sluggish than to allow the 
morals of our regiments to become retro- 
grade and limp. As an eduoativs organiza- 
tion for our young men the volunteer move- 
ment in Canada haa been of great service. 
There ia no need to emasculate it or to 
gather about it an unwieldy body of lag- 
gards who h ivo neither force nor fil)ro. An 
effort ought rather to bo made to elevate 
tho standard of military manhnod, sinco to 
do this ia to eliminate the elfeminate, the 
irresolute, and tho dissipatod. A slay of a 
few inortha in Germany convinces the visi- 
tor as to what military training haa done for 
tho youDg men of that nation, and though 
there is no need hero for tho oxt^emo ardu- 
ouaneas that tho Germans put into their 
military life, it may bo well to consider 
what our forces should aim at, and whether 
or not they aro fulfilling their purpose. 
Much, no doubt, has to be done before it 
can bo said that this is accomplished. 

The Minister of Militia has to deal with a 
state of things in which change ia in tho 
air. Far better thia than stagnation, especi- 
ally if ho can see his way to providing tho 
necesaary funds for mueh needed Improve- 
ments. The maintenance of a military 
force, although by no means a large one, is 
a definite condition of our federal oxiat- 
cnoe, and this being recognized, the public 
feeling is in favor of it being attended to in 
a basincsglike Way. Our eitlea and our 
country distriots hi^ve shown that they duly 
appreciate a military organization which has 
its rise in the patriotlam of oar people. 
They look to thd militia department to 
maintain the organization In a way credit- 
able to tho country and to those who give 
their time and zeal to its support.

WHAT ARE' THE REAL POINTS? 

It saits our amusiag oontenipocary, the 
Westminster Columbian, to say : " The 
Colonist has » largo contract on hand try- 
ing to distract attention from the real 
points of the Nakoap-Sloc^n scandal, and 
from the peculiar conduct of the Govern- 
ment in the matter of the appointment of a 
Boyal Commission to inq^uire thereinto." 

It is very singular that our contemporary 
should IM into this mistake, for our object 
has been cxnctly tho opposite of what it 
reproaenls it to be. What we havo been 
trying to do is to attrarl attention to the 
real point of the Nakusp-Slocan slander. 
What U that point 7 It is that the Govern- 
ment have acted corruptly in the transac- 
tion, that tlioy have abused the confidence 
placed in them by the people, to put money 
in their ov7ti pockets that of right belongs 
to the public— that, in the slang of the day, 
they have been baodling. 

This the Colnmbian will have to admit is 
the offence which the Opposition have been 
trying in the most discreditable way to lead 
the people to believe that the Government 
have committed. Now, it can be easily un- 
derstood if the Opposition can show that 
their accusation is well grounded they have 
proved their point and have done enough to 
ruin the Government o'lmpletely. After 
having made this very gruvo charge good, to 
inquire into other and leas important churgoa 
would be a mere waato of time ; it would bo 
like mutilating a dead man. Now, what 
wo have been doing all along ia to concen- 
trate public attention on this serlons charge 
and to make it the sole subjeot of inquiry. 

But the Opposition profess to believe that 
it is not sufBoient to try to flhd out whether 
or not tho Government have boon guilty of 
stealing, but that other and leea imporlunt 
matters thould be made the aubjecta of in- 
quiry. We are aato that the Columbian 
must see that this course is either foolish or 
'dishonest. If a mas bas reason to believo 
' that his servant has robbed him, will he, 
when he prosecutes him for tho robbery, try 
to have him condemned for having exceeded 
hia instructious in a certain mritter, or for 
having made a bad bargain ? The man 
who would pursue suoh a coarse would bo 
set down by praotioal meu as an idiot, or 
they would come to the conclusion that he 
did not believe his own aooueations and 
that ho was proaocuting his ser/ant to 
gratify hia apito. 

What we havo contended from the firefc, 
is that in insisting upon an inquiry into tho 
obarges of oerraption, the Government aro 
doing all tliat is neccsaary In the publlo in- 
terestf and what thoir accuaers wore in 
honor and honeaty bound to do whenever 
they made tho ohargea. When tho Oppoai- 
tiou did not accept tho iaauo that thoy 
thomaelves had raised and attempted to 
oonfuBo it by introducing other matters 
which were of little importance, had we not 
good reason to oonoludo that thoy did not 
want an investigation, and that Mr. l^eavon'a 
resolution was introduced to baulk inquiry ? 

In diacuBsing thia part of tho snbjeot our 
contomporory is far from being us open and 
08 disingenuous as it triea to appear. In 
order to show that tho Opposition's amend- 
ment was nob desigaed to bsulk inqniry, it 
quotes the amendmeab without the pre- 
amble, inereiyi mlien the aenae manifestly 



requires it, inserting a few words of it 

which convey a false impression, and whioh 
we fear were doiiberately intended to do so. 
In ordjir to expose the Columbian's little 
trick, we will have to quote a part of the 
aniendment as it appears in Its oolumns : 

".Therefore fas it resolved, that » reapeolt* 
ful address be presented to His Honor tbe 
Lieutenant-Governor praying him to appoint 
a Royal Commiesion to inquire whether the 
Hon. tho Premier did so act (that ia, ao 
stated in tho preamble, ' as if ho wero an 
agent of the company,') and whether, etc." 

The Columbian, it is plain, expeets its 
readers to believe that the words "as if he 
were an agant of the company " were all that 
appeared in the preamble relative to the 
Premier's action in the matter. Now, the 
whole paaaago in tho preamble reads as fol- 
lows : " That it appeared that the Hon. the 
Leader of the Government aoted in tho 
matter as if he were an agent of the Com- 
p»ny, aa tho Legislature had never given 
him authority to negotiate on behalf of tho 
Company in reapeot to the oonatruotion of a 
railway, and had been working more in tho 
interests of the Company than the Pro- 
vince," 

The Royal Commission would. If Mr. 

Beaven's amendment had passed, have been 
required to inquire into the authority given 
tho Leader of tho Government by the Legis- 
lature with respect to the guarantee. This 
was a matter of polities which the Legisla- 
tive Assembly had already dealt with. It 
had approved the action of the Premier and 
auoh action waa, therefore, outaido tho pur- 
view of any Coirmiasion. Beaidoa, if the 
Leader of the Government could bo shown 
to be gUilty of eofruption, ioqaity Into 
the extent of bis authority would 
be wholly unneoesaary. The Three Porks 
business was also dragged into the inquiry 
to confuao it. No one in the Houee of 
Aaaembly had accused tho Government of 
wrong-doing with reapeot to that townsite. 
The subject had been before the Legislature 
in another shape, and no one had even whis- 
pered a oharge oooQeraing it. Why was it 
dragged into the inquiry if not to obstruct 
it and perhaps to throw dust in tho eyos 
of the people ! Those extraneous matters 
wero thrown out of the inquiry in order 
that the labors of tho Commiesion should be 
confined to finding out whether or not tho 
Government had been guilty of oorrnption. 
It must not be forgotten that the Govern- 
ment adopted tho only really relevant 
piBsage in Mr. Boaven's amendment. On 
tho motion, we think, of tho Hon. Mr. 
Vernon, the following passage of Hon, Mr. 
Boaven's amendment was added to the Gov- 
ernment's resolution : 

"and whether any of His Honor's ministers 
have or had any interest, directly or indi- 
rectly, in the Nakusp and Slocan Railway 
Company, or in any of tbe contraots of tbe 
oompany, either in material or supplies, or 
in any way whatsoever." 

Tbe adoption of this strong and oompro- 
henaivo paesage is proof poaitive that tho 
Government wero willing to accept the help 
of the Oppoaition in making the inquiry into 
their action with reapeot to tho Nakuap and 
Slocan Railway tranaactions as close and 
as rigid aa it could possibly bo made. 

We have shown that the Government has 
done what it could to attract attention to 
the most serious of the charges brought 
against it, and that it only rejected what 
had nothing to do with that charge. What 
wo want the Columbian and every one else 
who dealrca to arrive at an impartial opinion 
in thia matter to do ia to go over tho Gov 
ornment's resolution sentence by sentence 
and word by word, to see if it could be made 
stronger, and to attempt to discover any 
loophole through whijh tho Government, if 
it tried, could by any poaaibility escape the 
moat searching inquiry. That reaolution 
proves — not that the Government are inno 
cent, aa our contemporary foolishly says we 
suggest — but that they are not afraid of the 
most searching inquiry before a competent 
tribunal. 



A PLAYED-OUT PROPHET. 

The News- Advertiser does not venture to 

continue its political predictiona. It ia, wo 
nhrewdly auBpcot, beginning to find that tho 
mantle of tho prophet doea not become it 
and doea not fit well. Thia ia the truth. 
It doea, indeed, look very ridiculoua when 
it attempts to pesrintothe future, and when 
it makes fanciful calculations with imaginary 
figuroa. It is perhaps beginning to find nut, 
too, that its readers take no stock in baae- 
losa computations made merely for uleotion- 
eering purposes. Thoy have seen the trick 
tried before, and they know exactly what it 
ia worth. 

It aaya, among other silly thinga, that we 
diaplay "keen anxiety at the thought that 
Mr. Cotton may poaaibly have a scat in 
tho next Logialaturo." Io thia alao said for 
clTjot '/ Wo aro very auro that wo never 
folt tho alighteat anxiety obout Mr. Cotton'a 
auouena in the ooming electoral campaign. 
Why should we ? From a party point of 
view, Mr. Cotton has proved himself to be a 
harmless creature. He baa given the OoV' 
ernment very litcio trouble indeed, and he 
has not succeeded in making tho Indepcnd 
ent party, go called, even respectable. If 
Mr, Cotton ia returned at the next eleotion 
he will count one on the Oppoaition aide, 
nothing more. He was very far indeed 
from being a power in the Legislative 
Assembly, and ho is certainly not u power 
in the country. Wo do not think that he 
will be returned, lor tho reason that wo havo 
already atatod, We have heard that tho 
olectora of Vancouver are disappointed in 
him and that they Intend to ohooae a better 
man to fill the ptbde he occupied in the 
Legislative AsBembly. 

Our contemporary wants to know who or 
what " Bobadil " ia. Wo wero under tho 
Impreesion that every man having tho least 
claim to bo considered intelligent knew 
something about " Bobadil." Bat itappears 
that we were miataken. "Bobadil," then, Is 
the creation of - the imagination of' a min of 



genius. He is a cowardly an( beggarly 

adventurer, who triea to paaa hinself off on 
simple people as a hero. In the^ company 
ho brags about what he could do md counts 
his slain by tho hundred, but wbn there is 
actual fighting to bo done Captah Bobadil 
eata a very . BOKy- figure. : trn b that onr 
oontemporary la aatiaSed with le way in 
which we have complied with its equest for 
information. It sees that Bo)adils are 
neither dangerous nor indepondoit, but are 
impudent braggarts, who try to nake those 
with whom they associate boliov^ that they 
are very different from what thpy are by 
nature. We may add that men ct ordinary 
diBcernment do not require inspiiation from 
any quarter to convince them thit there are 
many members of the Oppositioj who are 
both played out and found out, | 

A QUESTION OF PRINCIPLE. 

The question whether the cisvernment 
should grant pensions to membersof the per 
mnnent military force of the Dominion is, it 
appears to ua, ono of common lustice and 
•joiiimon houeaty. If tho Govornnent avails 
itaolf of tho aervicea of men in a military 
cap^icity and gives them while in Its employ 
barely enough to live on, and thai in a very 
modest way, it Is in honeaty botnd, when 
tho men have worn 'themselveB out in its 
service, to provide for their old tgo. Thia 
obligation ia recognized in the caio of sol- 
diers by every Government that \m know of 
except that of Canadi. 

Tho pay of Canadian soldiers is very small 
indeed. If an ofiiaer baa no private means, 
it must be very dlBicuIt for him to 
raise a family and at the same time live 
reapijctably, and aa to nuiking provision toe 
sicknesa or old age, it ia a aheer impoaai- 
bility. Such meagre pay can only be juati- 
fiod where the State iindertakes to provide 
for the olBoer after he is worn out in its 
acrvioe. 

We cannot imagine anything moro unjust 
than for the Government to avail itself of u 
man's aervicea while he ia in the prime of 
life fur a remuneration confessedly inade- 
quate, and when be is old and unable to learn 
a new profession to throw him aside 
with as little consideration or ccmpunction 
aa a man would a worn out garment or a 
diaabled machine. A mau who haa been in 
the army, itmuttora not whether that army 
ia big or email, fifteen or twenty yeara, haa 
loat hia chance of making a career for him 
aclf in any other profession, and he ia unfit 
to learn a new business. If he has served 
faithfully and haa done the work required of 
him, he has a claim on the State for aup- 
port whioh ought to ha cheerfully recogniz- 
ed. We repeat, we ciunot eee what legiti- 
mate ground there ia to oppose Col. Prior'a 
advocacy of pensions for deserving members 
of the permanent force of the country who 
havo spent their beat daya in the aorvice of 
tho State. An exuellent article on tho sub- 
ject, taken from the Toronto Mail, will bo 
found in another column.

The preliminary hearing in the Lynn 
murder caae waa continued yeaterday after- 
noon before E. Pearson, J. P. Bort Tift, a 
near neighbor of Lynn's during hia reaidence 
on Shr.v.'s Island, gave his teatimony as 
followa : " I live on Shaw Island in San 
Juan county. ' I first aaw the prisoner ou 
tho ith or oth of February. I think he 
first came to the Deleo ranch about the 12ch 
of Januarv. I said, ' I suppose you are Mr. 
Newton';' He said 'Yea.' At that time 
he bought aome vegetablea, for which ho 
paid in Canadian silver. He said be had 
huutcd on the wfst coast of Vancouver 
Inland, and had been a timber cruiser. On 
Shaw Island all the neighbors spoko of him 
as Newton. I always addressed him as Mr. 
Newton. He was at my bouse every few 
days. He left some property with mo on 
tho 2nd of March— some bedding, a doublo- 
birrelled shotgun and a sack of groceries. 
Ho aaid he wanted to loavo them with mo 
until ho returned from Port Townaond, 
where ho waa going to see Mr. Deleo, and 
that ho would be back in about a week and 
then put in some crops." (At this point tho 
witness identified the things which 
were i)roduced in court aa being 
the tamo which Lynn had left 
with him.) " Lynn [aaid hi.s buoincas at 
Port Townaond waa to collect some money 
duo either him or his wife for rent. Ko 
iid he hud arranged to work the ranch. I 
aw tho priaonor next on Sunday night, the 
Hth April. He came to my house for hia 
thingH. lie said he bud been windbound 
both ways. He spoko of his cabin having 
been entered, and aeoined reiieved when I 
told him that I thought it was some party 
that had boon there before he left. Ho 
told me tho particulars of hia journey, and 
aaid ho waa expecting some stock from 
Doloo. Sutherland's store ia on Orcaa 
island, about five or six miles from my 
place. All the people near us go to Friday 
Harbor to trade. It is about three miles. 
There are some 300 inhabitants, and it is 
tho plaoo where the sheriff and officers live. 
There are two aaloons and three stores, and 
goods aro oheapor there than at Sutherland's. 
Many people go past Sutherland's store to 
trade at Friday Harbor. I did not hear of 
Lynn visiting anyone olao while on the 
island. Ho kept very close at homo." Tho 
bearing rested at this point, tho prisoner 
having no questiona to ask. Sutherland's 
otoro is where Lynn went to do his trading 
hilo on Shaw's island. 



The rumor of bloodshed and gei oral 
trouble out at Parson's Bridge dwindled 
down very much when invesllpatcd by Pro- 
vincial Constable Hoosen, who waa dis- 
patobed to get particulars and bring in the 
remains. Briefly it was a family row be- 
tween the MoKonzio brothers and Mr. 
Weir, a brother-in-law, over the disposition 
of some property left by old man MoKenzie. 
Young MuKeozie went up to Weir'a place 
to *' have it out," and being refuaed admit- 
tance tried to force his way in and got his 
fingers jammed in the door. A bindaged 
hand exhibited at the Parson's Bridge hotel 
did the rest.

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MILITARY PENSIONS. 

An OKI Soldier's Claim to Mainten- 
ance Approaches Near to an 
Absolate Bight. 



Parliament Expected Soon to Pass a 
Bill to Make the Necesiary 
Provision. 



(From tho Toronto SIp.ll.t 
Col. Prior, tho member for Victoria, B.C., 
hfts taken im early opportunity to signify 
hia intention of again urging upon Parlia- 
ment the advisability of establiBhing a pen- 
sion fnnd for the permanent military corps 
of Canada. When this proposition was be- 
fore the Houso of Commons last seasion it 
received aympathotio, if not favorable, con- 
sideration from the Govornmont, and conse- 
quently there is every reason to hope that a 
farther diseasaion of it will sot proV'O a 
waste of (.fifurt. Spebially is this the case 
inasmuch as the advocates of the proposal 
are in a position to present a paouliarly 
strong argument. VVhilo there may be, 
and no doubt are, dilfcrencoa of opinion as 
to the wisdom of superannuating ordinary 
public employes, it cannot be doubted that 
the claim of a soldier to a maintenance 
when by reason of age or infirmity ho id 
disqualified from service approaches very 
near to an absolute right. From this pi<inr 
of view a pension fund for our stiikll, bur. 
none tho less necessary, staDcIiog iinnv, it 
such it can be called, might bu eusily j.i3r,i 
fied, but there is another and, to tlu' pnoii;, 
a more important ospoct of the eubjeot. 

Canada hus a volunteer militia force of 
which it has many roagona to bo proud, and 
upon the bravery of which it could confi- 
dently rely in Ciso of an omergoncy iiriaiug 
from internal or external causes. But on 
tho battlefield a soldier needs experience 
and skill as well as courage. For these wo 
looU specially to the regular corps, which, 
by their example and instruction, are ex- 
pected to impart to the volunteers tho con- 
anct and discipline of veterans when they 
are in action. It follows, therefore, that 
tho maintenance of a high standard in the 
permanent force is tho keystone upon which 
depends tho eflioiency of our militia. We 
had before lh71 Imperial troops in Canada 
to rely upon, but on their withdrawal from 
KinestOD aid Qaobeo it was considered ad- 
vioable to establiali regular batteries in 
tlioae plaoes, Thia permanent foroe, which 
began with a strength of two hundred, now 
nnmbers one thouaand, or thereabouts, a 
limit beyond which it may not be necessary 
to go for many years to uome. Indeed, if 
the country is prepared to be more [careful 
in its military expenditure. It oould not do 
better than improve rather than increase 
the regular service it now has, for in these 
times skill counts for more in war than 
numbers. 

Tiventy-five or fifty years ago tho dashing 
but inexperienced young man might rise 
rapidly Ironi the ranks to the pinnacle of 
military ambition. It was a common thing 
in those days for junior oliieera with influ- 
ence and money to be thrust in front of 
older and more experienced men. But since 
then war has bacomo more of a science, ond 
the danger of such promotions has increased 
proportionately. Moreover, the modern 
appliances of battle are so intricate and 
complicated that an expert soldier must 
pcissess nearly all tho qualifioatlooB of an 
e ectrical engineer. It is to tha permanent 
orpg that we look for this class of trained 
men ; they ure the schools from which 
graduate the best oilicejs and tho beat in- 
straQtors. Military men tell us, and there 
is no reason to doubt it, that good reliable 
non-commissioned officers are the back- 
bme and mainstay of any military or- 
gtnizsitioD, and it neids no special 
knowledge on the subject to realizu that 
these cannot be obtaine<l from ranks that 
are filled with inferior men. In viuw of 
these oanaiderations, it is hard to under- 
stand why less ioduoemonts to lung and 
faithful service are held out to tho rci;u1ur 
soldiers than to any other public employes. 
At the ontaet their pay is small. Tho men 
enlist for three years at iO oents a day, with 
food and clothing, and by good behavior 
this sum may be inbreasod to forty-seven 
cents. Oae who rises from the ranks will 
receive as corporal seventy cents fi dny, as 
sergeant eighty cents u day, as atiifr-.''erf;cant 
t'l a day, or aergeant-uiujor f 1 2.5 a day. 
Tho oliieera, it must 1)3 remembered, have 
outlays for uniforms and social dutic?, as 
well iis aalls upon their purees from which 
the privates i\i-p tyc^^mt. Vet the allowance 
of captains and majors In ijiO-) a month, and 
pf ljenter!ant-golofit;|H§l!]0, 

5tiu smalinesa of tho remtmecatioQ 18, 
however, not so much an injury to the per- 
manent oorps OB the fact that no provision 
is made for the maintenance when they &re 
no longer fit for service of those Who devote 
their Uvea to the work. Both England and 
the United States provide reasonttble pen- 
aions, while Canada, neglecting the purely 
military organiz»tions, pays retiring allow- 
ances to tho members of the civil service 
and tho Northwest mounted police. The 
effect of pensioning soldiers after long 
service is to retain at tho disposal of the 
country the boat tnon, and to develop ex- 
perts in the highly necessary science of at- 
tack and defence. Money wisely spent in 
this way is, therefore, a judicious and 
statesmanlike investment. Besides this, 
we know that Canadians are constantly 
seeking and obtoioing positions in tho Im- 
perial service after they have received a 
military training at the expense of this 
country. They go abroad irj most cases, 
reluctantly, because insufficient induce 
monts arc offered them to remain at home, 
The time has cnmo when something should 
be done to prevent thia loss, and to make 
bettor use of the material wo have iu thia 
country. A moderate pension for long aor 
vices would be a very important, and by no 
meona expensive, step in that direction. It 
ought not to bo regarded as an extravagant 
use of money, but rather as a means of en- 
suring a better return for the necessary ex 
penditure to which the country is now put. 
A former Minister of Militia went so far aa 
to prepare a bill on the aubjeot, and soon, 
it is to bo hoped, Parliament will enact one,

Love is the chief attribute of the Deity, 
and debased possession is tho delight of 
devils. So truth divine and godlike in 
its highest examples is made a very in- 
strument of demons in its distorted form. 

But yet those who use it in this form 
invariably boiust, ' 'I am so sincere I feel 
that I really :uust speak tho truth at all 
risks." 

You laiow and I know that sort of 
truth teller, tho malicious gleam of tho 
eye, tho fiendish gleo of tho snalc, tho 
false rii.ig of tho voice, tho stereotji)cd 
plu ases and tho inevitable result Per- 
haps it is only a jwtty little sting after 
all, such as: 

"Yes, dear, I thought yoti ought to 
know, :ii)d of course it is niy duty to toll 
tho truth, but she did say that yoiu- con- 
dtict on that occasion was veiy romark- 
aV)le — yes, very remarkable indeed — and 
everybody Avas commenting on it" 

Or perhaps: 

"They were admiring that gown of 
yours, and I felt obliged to tell them that 
it was made over from two others and 
not a "Worth at alL I had to toll the 
truth, you know. " 

Or: 

"Too bad your sister has married into 
an insane family. Oh, dichi't you loiow 
it? Yus, indeed. His aunt on tho fa- 
tlier's side is in an asylum at this min- 
ute. I don't beliovo in suppressitig tho 
trutli. IJii ynu?" 

And perhaps it is something far more 
deadly than these — a stab instead of a 
jiin prick — as: 

"Yes, ti veiy pleasant man, as you 
.say, but did you never hear that ho is a 
convit'ted eriniinar.'' ' 

Tlien wlien you demand tlie full de- 
tails of this luipleasant "truth" you 
find that long ycius ago, when tliis mid- 
dle aged man was a lad, he had been 
tempted and in a moment of weakness 
appropriated moneys not his own; had 
been convicted of the otl'i'Use and suf- 
fered tho penalty. Sluune, penitence and 
a life of undoviating probity havo fol- 
lowed, and the sometime culprit has 
lived down his eiTorand become a wor- 
thy citizen, but tlio trutli teller will not 
let him escape and pcrliaps succeeds in 
ruining his social prospects and tho 
peace of all who have learned to love 
him by this diabolical form of i'rauk- 

licss. 

"A nice woman — pity sho drinks," 
is perfectly true, and when tho explana- 
tion comes: " Ye.s, sho di-inks tea. Don't 
you?' ' tho false impression is not quite 
removed, and at tho best one feels that 
sucli jests are like playing with fire. 

Just a step or two farther in this form 
of diabolical sincerity is the mysterious 
assertion, "Yes, very pretty and very 
lively, as yon say — almost too lively if 
all accounts are true." 

""Wliat do you mean by too lively?" 
is indignantly demanded, and the truth 
teller bridles and virtuously replies: 

"Oh, I didn't ineiui to hurt your feel- 
ings, I'm sure, iiut everybody knows 
that she was a vcrj' gay sort of girl, and 
her mother found it hard enough to 
keep her within boimds. " 

And a careless listener carries away 
tiie imiu'ession that tho lively and irre- 
pressible girl has become a woman of 
questionable character.

BREWEES IN SESSION. 

Important Meetiuff at St Loula of 
All the Working: Brewers 
iu the U. S. 

Eeitreseiitativps of the Eiifflisli Syiuli- 
cate Watdiiug; the ProcceUiuffS— 
Miicli Iiuorest Mauitt'Bteil. 



St. Louis, April 19. — Nearly one hun- 
dred delogates, representing the employes 
of nearly every brewery or oombination of 
breweries in the United States, assembled 
hero to-day in secret session under tho 
auspices of the general executive boord of 
tho Knights of Labor, for the purpose of 
organizing a " National Trades Aanombly of 
Brewery Kmployos." The Convention grows 
out of a request submitted to the general 
executive board at its session in Dos Moines 
in February last from local assemblies Q52, 
091 and 7,-503, all being composed of em- 
ployes of beer breweries. 

"Hitherto this branch of industry has 
been controlled entirely by local organiza- 
tions, bat in vi^vr ol the amalgamation and 
consolidation of Interests that has been 
brought about as the result of the influx of 
Hritiah capital, and the efforts ca the part 
of the oourrolUng powers of the British in- 
teresu to reduce the wages standard to the 
pauper labor bo^Is now and for years past 
in force acrnai the Atlantic, where the 
Qnest of breiiinga can be retailed over tho 
bar ut a Ci^nt. a glor"-, one-fifth of the ourrout 
Amtrioiiu price, it "as deemed advisable 
by the leiuiiog men uni .ng tho brewery em- 
ployea to enm-cilidaK! I be local associations 
now exidling and ihoso likely to bo brought 
into exi-ftenco by a national organization. 

lieyood tho transatluulio questions that 
arc involved tho present wage schedule of 
distinctively American breweries will enter 
into the consideration of the now orgaui/.a- 
tion, and it is not unlikely that within u 
cou[jio of months there will bo a general 
strike of tho brewery workers ol this coun- 
try. Under the rules of tho Knights of 
Labor tho convention to-day is being con 
ducted with closed doors, tho proctedingi 
being under tho ohargo and auporviaion of 
local aesombly 7,503, of this city, of the 
Knighta of Labor, Tho convention will pro- 
bably be in soeaion for several days. 

No leaa than ton prominent lawyers from 
Chicago, Milwaukee, Cincinnati, New York 
and other points are regiatered at the South- 
ern hotel. They are here to watoh from tho 
outaide the proceedings of tho journoyn.eii 
brewers' convention. Three of the principal 
stockholders of the English browing syndi- 
cate are in the city under assumed names 
and may seek audience of the convention 
for the purpose of bringing about an amica- 
ble arrangement between ino English inter- 
ests and the score of St. Louis breweries 
that are now and have been for some time 
under the boycott. 

The English stockholders who were in 
veigled into syndicate inveatmcnts arc 
scared over the developments of tho past 
few months, especially over the faot that 
the combine's boyootted'brewerioa will bo 
compelled to pass the next dividend.
